When Capt. Carpenter, V.C, the 
hero of the famous Zeebrugge naval 
raid, appears at ^Hls Majesty's on 
Thursday next at 4.00 p.n»., he will he 
greeted by 600 HcOill students, who 
will occupy the entire top gallery. 
Capt. Carpenter's ittustrated lecture 
of one of the most heroic exploits In 
the hiatoiy of the British Navy (for 
hi! part in which be received the 
V.C.) is said by those who have 
heard it to be one of the best lectures 
ever given in Montreal. 

With the object of giving the stud- 
ents the one and only chance' orhear 
ing this lecture, the Canadian Chtb, 
through the Students' Council, have 
contracted for the entire galléry at a 
nominal charge of twenty-five cents 
per seat, pfus five cents war tax (the 
cheapest seats elsewhere in the house 
are seventy-five cents, plus war tax) ; 
while the deans of the various fac- 
ulties have given their full approval 
of the scheme by granting a sus- 
pension of lectures at 3.30 p.m. in 
Arts, Science and Law. In Medicine 
it was found that the suspension of 
lectures for all years was impractic- 
able owing to work in the clinics, etc. 
Nevertheless, ir will be possible for 
many of the students, especially those 
in the First Year, to Join in with the 
other faculties. , 

Capt. Ciarpaiter, who was recentlgr 
the guest of the Oovemor-Oeneral, at 
'Ottawa, has been touring the eastern 
! portion of (Canada, and the United 
'states on behalf. of the British Oov- 
jernment, and everywhere has ' been 
'greeted by huge audiences. 

One theatre in the City of Provi- 
dence,, with a capacity of 2,600, sold 
18,000 rush tickets, while another in 
New York, with a capacity of 1,000, 
disirased of 22,000 tickets. I>tiring 
his previous visit to Montreal he ad- 
dressed private audiences, such ah the 
University Club, Mount Royal Club, 
Women's Club, etc., and it was owing 
to these engagements that McOill was 
unable to secure his services, even for 
a forty-five minute address. 

Tickets for Thursday's meeting will 
be allotted to the various faculties, 
also to the R.V.C., at once and will 
be for sale through the members of 
the Canadian Club Executive, and the 
presidents of the various Years by 
this afternoon; ' No trouble is antici- 
pated in disposing of the tickets, but 
in Justice to those who have gone to 
great trouble, and inconvenience, and 
who have assumed the reaponslbU- 
Ity; also In view b( the fact that Me* 
OiU was given precedence over other 
outside o/'ganlzatlons that had made 
application for the seats, the students 
are asked to get busy at once and buy 
ttaeir tickets so that' there will not 
be a rush at the last minute.

W. H. Biggar. KX., Tioe-pr«aident 
general counsel of the Grand 
Trunk Railway System, has just re- 
ceiveJ notification that hia son, Ueut. 
UNiis H. Biggar, ArU '!>, of the 42nd 
BatUlion, was awarded the MiltUry 
Croes on December 10. air. Biggar has 
tlro'aôna at the front, the ether being 
Capt. Winchester H. Biggar, Arts '17. 
Both these officers, went overscM in 
1916. . In October, 191q, Lieut. Louis 
Biggar was shell shocked at Paasctaeri- 
daele. After being treated in a hos. 
pital at La Touquet, France, he was 
sent to the Prince of Wales, HosplUl, 
London. He made a quick recovery, 
re tttmlng to Prance in February, 1918 
and was assigned to the post of chief 
Signal omcer of the 42nd Battalion, 
'He later totrtc the first class Army 
Signalling ' eoiirae, receiving a certi- 
ficate that he had passed "ivi'.U dis- 
tliitiion." Tie splendid work done 
by the 42n(l Battalion In tho ]>;&'. 
great offensive is described t>y Lieut. 
Itiggar in one of his letter:, 

I certainly had an Interesting and 
excfting summer," he says. "From my 
course I went back to the Amiens 
show, but ' they kept me out of the 
line there. Then we moved to Arras 
and went over at Monchy and Jysaw 
Wood. It was in our attack on Jy- 
saw Wood that the Huaa .snrrend- 
erad ao flrsal7<. Fi|om :th9re. ««,4riBBt 
4owB atucked ' iertfst the Caiul 
da 'Nord, through Burion village aad 
right up to the Douai-Cambria 
toad due north of Camhral, It was 
in the laMar stage of this attack 
that we had such a bad time, right 
near the main road. Another brigade 
went through us and took. Cambrai 
with little opposition. Then we had a 
rest and when the Hun began to weak- 
en they took us in lorries up bayond 
Douai and Denaén anM we attacked and 
cleared the Foret de Ralsmet right 
up t^ Conde, north of Valenoiennes. 
Then we marclwd down through Val. 
enclennes and up the road to Mens 
and ended our fighting in a good 
scrap, resulting In the c^ure of that 
place An the 11th. ^ Quite a tununer." 

Lieut. Biggar entered Hons with the 
advance guard of the 42Ad Highland- 
ers, and was one of the few Canadian 
officers who had the honour of stgn- 
ing the Gold Book. Tiie last letter 
from him received here ta dated at 
Nivelles, Belgium, a short distance 
northwest of Mons, and states that the 
battalion is] moving townrds Germany. 
Lieut. Biggar celebrated his tWêntleth 
birthday on Decendier 12, two days 
after receiving the MiliUry Croes, and 
that be should have come through 
such sevwre fighting unsclithed and 
with distinotiroa will be graiUlyinc to 
Us many friend^ here.

Achievements of aeronautics during 
tbe war, on the field and in the factory, 
and the outlook for the commercial 
use of aeroplanes were discussed at a 
dinner given in New York by the Manu- 
facturers Aircraft Association, attend- 
ed by representatives of governmental 
departments ha^1pE to-Ao with flying. 
Many prominent manufacturers and 
more than a score'ot army flyers re- 
cently rettimed from seryice overseas 
were present at the dinner. 

The impression created by the 
speech-making was that the hcioi.sm 
Of the flyers from the United States 
at thé front matched that of the other 
allies; and that the logical future field 
for aeronautics lies In commerce, tor 
whose requirements specially designed 
niachiucs will be perfected, the ma- 
chines built for war pitrposes mean- 
while being adapted to peace Issues 

Development of commercial avia- 
tion, it was said, would wftbin the 
next few years equal or surpass the 
progress made by aeronautics during 
the war. One speaker said Uie first 
great advance would be the trans-At- 
lantic ftlght which, he said, would ibe 
made by several machines before the 
end of another year.
